REDEMPTION FOR GREECE. 
Chicagoans of Greek descent will meet tomorrow 
to voige their loyalty to the United States, jubilate 
over the success of the allies, and to urge the need 
for the redemption of Greek lands and peoples. 
Autonomy for oppressed peoples has been one of 
the chief objects of the war, and so while Greece 
has enjoyed free government throughout its his- 
tory there has been a slow but constant process of 
attrition operating to deprive it of valuable terri- 
tories that are essentially Greek. 
More 350,000 Greeks fought with the allies 
in Macedonia and had much to do with the expul- 
sion of the Bulgars. And fully 90 per cent of the 
Greeks were pro-ally, in spite of the pressure 
exerted by the former King Constantine to swerve 
them to Prussianism.’ There are 5,000,000 Greeks 
in Greece proper and more than 6,000,000. in the 


Albania. 

It is for the redemption éf thege peoples and 
lands. the Greeks are asking. It does not seem 
just that’ industrious and higtily civilized peoples 
like the Greeks shoul@ be suffered to submit to 
Albanian rule, a rule distinguished for barbaric 
tendencies and remote. customs. Macedon cer- 
tainly is Greek territory and Tufkey in Europe 
not Turkey at all. Constantinople is overwhelm- 
ingly Greek in population. 

Greek control of Constantinople would mean a 
free port and the Dardanelles a neutral zone. It 
would seem the part of exact justice te restore 
these ancient rights. — ‘

The news that reaches us from 
Washington with reference to the 
pending tax bill is of an extremely 
disquieting nature. The bill prepared 
by the finance committee and just re- 


ported to the senate proposes, as is well 
known, to raise about $6,000,000,000 for 


the year 1919 and at the same time in- 


cludes a tax project for the year 1920 
| to the amount of $4,000,000,000. 


The reason advanced by the finance 
committee for this rather unusual pro- 


cedure is the desirability of letting the 


business world know well in advance 
not alone the kind but the rate of tax- 
ation that they are to expect. On the 
other hand, the minority party in con- 
gress asserts that this involves a deep 
laid scheme to obviate the necessity of 
calling congress together next Year. 
‘ 

Without entering ufon the political 
aspects of,the case, may I venture to 
urge that from a purely fiscal point of 
view the-erguments of the majority 


are not very strong? For it is utterly . 


impossible to tell in advance with any 
degree of accuracy how much will 
be needed for the year 1920. The esti- 
mates of our treasury department, al- 
ways proverbially inexact, have, dur- 
ing the war, been, nothing more than 
mere guesses, which have turned out 
to be far from the mark. What our 
needs will be in 1920 no one can tell. 
They will depend upon many factors, 
such as the amount to be spent by the 
army for cleaning up the war outlays, 
the sums that may be needed by the 
navy in virtue of possible changes in 
the building program, the rapidity 
with which the war debt is to be paid 
‘off, the degree to which the allies will 
find it possible to repay the loans, the 
extent to which we may enter upon 
possible programs of management of 
the railways, telephones, and _ tele- 
graphs, and on a variety Of other con-’ 
siderations.

Miss Morgan Pens 
Vivid Portraits 
in “My Chicago”’

NE of the very pleasantest ex- 
periences in this world is the 
meeting with an old friend by 
happy chance, and the long talk 

of things that used to be, and acquaint- 
ances and companions once known, 
and the. flow of time as seen in per- 
spective. The next best thing to this 
antiphonal reminiscence, is to read the 
book of a friend whose life has been 
rich and varied and who has tales to 
tell—with humor, sympathy, and vivid- 
ness—of those who distin- 
guished personalities and who “de 
served well of humanity.” 

Such a book Anna Morgan offers 
with the genial title, “MY CHE- 
CAGO” [Ralph Fletcher Seymour]. It 
is many years since young Anna Mor- 
Chicago’s favorite reader ”—in 
gorgeous brocaded dress, a sweeping 
train, with a fluttering.heart and a. 
very bad cold, stood on the platform 
with Mrs. Scott-Siddons making her 
artistic debut in Central Music hall. 
| During the years that have passed 
since then Miss Morgan has made her- 
self an integral part of the artistic life 
of Chicago, conducting a cellebrated 
studio for personal and artistic expres- 
sion, and bringing into existence the| 
first of the several amateur stages at 
which the experimental and intellect- 
ual drama has found interpretation. 
A number of celebrated actors, men 
and women, went out from that tuition; 
many actors of distinction have visited 
Miss Morgan’s studio to listen to her 
pupils, and it can be said without fear 
of refutation that Miss Morgan has 
had, from the beginning of héer work 
as personal director of a dramatic 
school, a flair for what was most dis- 
tinguished, challenging and unusual in 
dramatic literature.

The charm of her book lies, however, 

‘in the humor and the simplicity with 
‘which it is written. An unstrained 
réalism pervades it. Her agreeable 
réminiscences resemble in some _re- 
spects those of Hobart C. Chatfield- 
Taylor in his excellent monograph, 
“Chicago,” which was put forth in edi- 
tion de luxe a year ago. The same de- 
sire to report the Chicago of artistic 
and social beginnings with faithfulness 
and affection is evidenced; the same ab- 
sence of affectation and pretense is ap- 
parent. Miss Morgan’s book is, of 
course, more casual than Mr. Chat- 
field-Taylor’s, since it deals with per- 
sonalities to a much greater extent, 
and she has felt at liberty to be as hu- 
morous as she pleased. 
Personally, I know of no book which 
more faithfully represents the life of 
a talented American woman than this. 
The accidental impulse which started 
Miss Morgan on her road to independ- | 
ence and celebrity, the simple faith 
with which she exercised her ener- 
gies and gifts, her trust in the public 
and in her future, her eager overcom- 
ing of difficulties, are completely char- 
acteristic of the experiences of Amer- 
ican young women and of our own tol- 
erant, expectant, chivalrous America 
itself. It is in its way a little history 
of a time and a movement as well as of 
a personal career.
